PiTTPBUBO, tlHf 10. — A heavy rain- 
•torn^ whi^ WM praotically a cload- 
Inint, at abont 8 o'olook last night, did 
great damage throaghont this city and 
Allegheny. It is estitnated that the loss 
will nnicli a niillioii of dolliirs. Thr 
weathiT buri'au otticiuls report 1.77 
inches of rainfall during the 50 iniiiut(!s 
which the itorm lasted, one inch of this 
amount falling in the flMt 10 minntea of 
the atorm. The storm coming ao eai-ly 
In the evening doabtless saved many 
lives as very ft>w hud ri'tirod to bed. 
Many narrow escapes are reported, but 
no lives are Ihoxight to have been lost. 

The storm came up very suddtnly 
and gr.ve little warning. The water 
came dfown in sheets, and in a few miu- 
ntes the streets were like running 
rivers. Every street car line in the two 
cities, except the Birmingham Traction, 
waa blocked and for hours uo travel 
was attempted. 

At Forty-eighth street. Lawrence- 
ville, probably the most destmctiou was 
wronght. Every house on tfie north 
aide of Bader street from Forty-cightli 
■treet eaat waa flooded, many of them 
being entirely mined. Quite a number 
of familiea were rendered homeless iu 
tUadiatrict. 

The immediate cause of the trouble at 
this point waa the giving way of the 
Allegheny cemetery stone wall which 
abnta the atreet. Jnst inaide the wall, 
which ia 10 feet high, ia the opening of 
a large aewer, which drains what is 
railed Cemetery ran. The aewer mouth 
soon clogged with logs and rocka, and 
the water poiuwl oter its opening 
against the wall, aoon onderming it. 
When the wall gave waj the Hood 
rashed down into the houses below, till- 
ing them to a depth of four feet on the 
first floor. For a time the street, which 
forms a sort of valley, was a miniature 
lake. The loaa at this point vrill be 
many thousand dollars, but can not be 
specified at present. The Citizens' trac- 
tion line for nearly two miles was under 
water for a long time, and much of it ia 
ruined. 

In Alleu'heiiy, I'l rry-sville iivenuo was 
flooded fruHi oiu' end to the ( >rhi r. lui- 
derminint; the new street railway, ren- 
derinj; it an alnio.st tot.il lo>!s. Si Veu 
miles of Sawmill Kun pluidi road is de- 
stroyed, tli(; i)lanks being earneil away 
and the roadbed ruined. Tlie water 
came rushing down Madison avenue 
and East street four feet deep, wlieii the 
Fewer on L'oniunimise street p.Wf way. 
It plowed its way right throu^'h houses 
in its track and d^iKjsited houldi'rs and 
gravel in front of the Twlftli ward 
BChoolhouse ei(,'lit feet luKh. 

The soap faetorj' of (ii'or^o Harlev <& 
Son, on Madison avenue, had three feet 
of gravel on the ground floor and sJO.UOO 
Worth of soap w as de8tri i\ed,

down the hill with threu childrou in it. 
All were rescued, huwerer.by thehmve

A lamlslitle on Toboggan street carried 
witli it into the streets below 1,000 tons 
of earth, rock and ^li'vel. All the eel- 
lers on Howard street arc flooded. This 
section in in the famous Batchers' Kun 
district wliich waa so disastrously flood- 
ed on July M, 1874.

PoHTSMul TH, O., July 10. — During a 
severe storm two miles below here on 
the Kentucky side, about li o'clock 
Tuesday evening, Edward Duduit was 
Btmok by lightning and instantly killed. 
On tiiafoim^ James P. Brown, Duduit 
and several others were liauling in hay. 
Just as the storm came uj) they arrived 
at the barn. As it was a metal roof 
structure they were afraid of it and 
took shelter in the scale shed nearby. 

The lightning struck this shed, fell- 
ing the team to the ground. Mr. Brown 
was knocked to his knees. On recover- 
ing he saw his son Willaid and Duduit 
lymg on the ground. Gathering up the 
boy ne carried him out into the rain. 
The water failing to revive him he was 
carried to his home, a distance of 200 
rards. Others of the pwty who had 
been severely shocked on reooveiiog ran 
1 3 (be assistance of Dndnit, who was 
lound to be dead.

. BA RRED O UT. 

The Gernuia IlrlcU^tna; KxoliKle* Many 
Anerlcnn xruritip*. 

Wasbirqtoni July 16.— At the in- 
stance of the agrarian leaders the Ger- 
man reichatag has Just enacted a law 

prohibiting Rpeculatlon in options and 
olso intended to restrict sperulation in 
itocks. The new law will beyond doubt 
affect seriously the sale of American se- 
coritiea in Germany, aside from its 
effect upon grain markets. 

The announced purpose of the agra- 
rians in passing the law was to increase 
the price of grain, and in the debates 
there were plentiful citations of the ar- 
guments so freely advanced in congress 
when the anti-option hill was being 
pressed a few years ago. 

Details of the new law are supplied to 
the state department by United States 
Commercial Agent Moore at Weimar, 
with explanatory notes and comments. 
As to stock Rperulation the restriction:? 
ailopted tlireaten to exclude from the 
(Jerman exchanges a largo cla.«s of 
American industrial and mining and 
railroad projierties, and are especially 
severe upon new pr.)jects. 

In each exchange government inspec- 
tors will be stationed. Ko stock can be 
l)laced on the list except by direction of 
a comniittee, nt least a majority of 
whose members are not member of 
the exchange. No stock can be listed 
unless tlie corporation ha-* been in 
existence at least one vear and has 
submitted a profit and Toss statement 
for the year, nor can any stock b(> listed 
until tlio committee has thorou^'hly ex- 
amined into the soundness of the new 
corporation and satisfied itself as to the 

truthfulness of the itfttenenti made in 

the prospectus. 

Any person guilty of deceit in iila^iiii 
or promoiintr stocks may be lined 15,0jO 
marks, and there ar(! otiier severe penal- 
ties for otienses against the law.

TOO MUCH W HISKY. 

Ufiitucky uj.tillon May 9t»p Frodaotlon 
Vor JUghtooa Sloaths. 

LouisviLUC, July 16.— The question 
as to whether the Kentucky distillers 
will cease the production of whisky for 
1*^ months will be decided this wc-ek 
at a meeting to be held in the Union 
National bank, at which Ueurge W. 
Sweringen will preside. The entire 
matter hinges on the results obtained 
by Thomas S. Jones, who was sent east 
to confer with the owners of two Ken- 
tucky distilleries. 

These distillers, the names of whom 
those interested at presiMit refuse to tli- 
vulgi', and the proprietors of the La- 
tonia distillery, opposite Cincinnati, 
iiave as yet ri'fused to sign the agree- 
ment, and the output of the three com- 
bined is so Ki'e.it that unless their signa- 
tures to th" aLTi-eement art- obtained the 
plan will probably tall tiirough.

C. W. Jackson, 
oiu' of the unfortunate men who was 
attacked by a crowd of union men, re- 
ceived uo less than 1.") knife cuts on 
tlie face and body and had three ribs 
broken. 

For a time the police, who were 
greatly outnumberea by the rioters, 
were unable to cope with the mob. 
The offlcers on duty around the works 
were finally reinforced, howerer, and 
succeeded in driving the enraged strik- 
ers back and resciung the nonuuiun 
men. 

After the police had quelled the 
trouble, quiet prevailed around the 
works. Two companiea of militia have 
been ordered under arms, as it is be- 
lieved that another outbreak will occur.

Wa-hi\oi>i\, July It!. — Sii'iie interest 

l:as been excited here by the isMle of a 

iioiicH by C.iptain ( leneral Weyler in 
Havana that he would refuse to recog- 
nize as entitled to protection under the 
Uushing protocol all foreigners ( mean- 
intf Americans ) who do n<it register in 
a specially provided book within 80 
days fr'iin th^ d.ife uf the nider. 

It a])pe;irs that se\eral months ,'i^'o 
the state (b'liartment sent instructions 
to Consul Ueneral Williama, and 
through him to all United States con- 
suls in Cuba, directing them to offer to 
resident Americans an opportunity to 
register at the consulates. The ptirpose 
was to assist iu keeping track of the 
Americans in Cuba, and facilitate the 
adoption of prompt meusorett looking to 
their iirotectiou in case of illegal arrest 
or harassment at the hands of tho local 
authorities. 

If the jiurpose of the Spanish otHcials 
is likewise to make easit r the ijrotectioii 
of Americans from unjust treatment 
then this last order will be well re-

The "Urst call" is sounded again five 
minutes before sundown, wbou the en- 
sign and the jack halyards are manned, 
and a stayligbt made ready for hoisting- 
to indi( ;itt the ship's whereabouts dur 
VAg tlie ni;4ht. Then the color call fol- 
lows at sundown u.s the flag i.s lowered, 
and saluted by ull as it reaches tho deck, 
The assembly is then sounded for even- 
ing qnartcrs and muster, trat there is no 
drill 

As a rule, it is just after sunset when 
the bugle call is sounded tu "stand l^y 
hammockii" That briuys all the crew 
ou deck, and they stand iu silence close 
out to the ship's side beside the iiam- 
mock nettings, in two ranks faring the 
stem, until the hoafswain's mate ivjMirts 
to tho ofBcer of the deck, "Ail up and 
aft" The latter till ii ord.rs, "Unccvir!

swung, so that each man .-^h ' ps iu tin' 
same place every uight, and that place 
iscalhidhis "billet." 

Unless, now, a boat is called rr.vay 
tlare will be no more bugle calls until 
liv.- minutes < f i» (.'deck. Thepeiiml i- 
cue of couipletf relaxation, uud is spent 
by the sailors iu smoldng, spihuing 
yams, singing, playing on musical iu- 
stnwieutB, and dancing.

<;oneral outlook for crops, which are as 
yet unharvested, is good, and in many 
l)irts of tiie State is excellent. 

Western Kentucky.— The weather con- 
ditions in this section of the State were 
not entirely favorable, though theiesults 
were not seriously injurious in any lo* 
cality. A very general complaint is 
made, especially from the extieme west- 
ern counties and those close to the Ohio 
river, that too little rain has fallen for 
the host progress of crops. The dry 
weather has. however, permitted the 
prosectttion of haying, the har\'esting of 
oats and the completion of the work of 
threshing wheat, llay is generally re- 
ported to be a Httle short of an average 
crop and some counties report quite a 
considerable deficiency in the yield. 
iJeports relative to oats are very con- 
llicting, but it is thought that the yield 
will be nearly if not quite equal to the 
average. Corn is generally in line condi- 
tion except that upon the lowlands 
where It suffered contiderable damage 
from the washouts of leveral weeks ago. 
The crop is tasselling and earing, and 
much of it is so far advanced that it will 
mature M-ithout any more rain during 
the season. 

Tobacco though .'"TK-rally in good con- 
dition, is reported to he Imtt oning out 
low in parts of Trigj. Christian and sev- 
eral adjoining counties. It i^ aNo snll'er- 
ing some slight injury from cut worms. 
Peaches are a uniformly good crop. 
Blackberries are reported to be very plen- 
tiful. 

Central Kentucky.— The crop outlook 

in this section of the State coutinues to 
be encouraging, thougli there is much 
complaint of slight damage from heavy 
rain and high winds which visited locali- 
ties of limited area during the week. 
Moderate lain- fell in most parts of the 
iiistrict and served to retard work in the 
lields. Wheat threshing is not completed 
as yet and the grain is sprouting in the 
shock in Shelby, Spencer, Nelson, Fayette 
and Woodford counties. As the work of 
thrc-hing jnogiesses, it becomes more 
apparent that earlier predictions of short- 
age in the yield will be verified. Oats 

are being harve^ted but are dillicult to 
save, owing to tlie fact that many fields 
have been blown down and lodged'.

the prospects for the crop. Wet weather 
retarded haying to some extent, but some 
progress has been made with the work. 
The lields, as a rule, are uneven and the 
general crop will be short. Corn is still 
in fine condition, though many fields are 
foul and wet weather has prevented tiie 
removal of the weeds and irrasses which 
infest them. The complaint of cinch 
hugs are' fewer this week than last. To- 
bacco is, almo^it w ithout an exception, re- 
ported to be in tine condition. The coodi 
tion of hemp is very good. Garden crops 
are excellent, though the presence of the 
cabbage W(jrm is reiiorted in many locali- 
ties. The army worm has injured millet 
fields considerably. Fruits of all kinds, 
especially i>eaches, are very abundant. 
Meadows in tine condition. 

Eastern Kentucky.— The effects of the 
weather condition of the week have been 
less fav orable in this section of the State 
than in the others. There is an almost 
universal complaint of too much rain and 
damage from wasiiont*. Work in the 
fields was retarded from the same cause 
and wheat, much of which has not yet 
been thrashe<l, is sprouting in the shock 
in many places. Oats which were a 
jiromisiug crop are badly blown down in 
many places, and it is feared that a largo 
)>ortion of them can notibe saved. Corn, 
thouuth badly blown down and twisted, 
will recover and still promises to be a 
fine crop, though in some of the lowlands 
it \va> washed out by excessive laiiis. 
Some little progress was made iu hay 
etittlBR and the yield is not an average 
one.

"I can't imagine where Senator Kl- 
kius obtained his authority for tho cs- 
planatiou whicii he gives of flie orif/iu 
of the I .xiuesftion 'horso Hhcddiiig, ' " 
said I{< prosi iitativo Orosvenor.

sheds. Mow, owing to the limited sp^ce 
of the courtrooms, the lawyers, who 
always traveled with the court, were 
unable to hold a private consultation 
with tlieir clients and witnesses inside 
tho walls, and so they used totoku them 
under the horse sheds and tliero talk 
matters over with them. 

"Among the attorneys who attended 
court ut Chester, the then county seat of 
Meigs county, on one cx-casiou were Tom 
Ewinj,' and .'-^aiiuui F. Vinton. Tho 
court w as ready to go 011 with tlie case 
in which the two noted attorneys were 
retained aa opening oonusel, when it 
was discovered that VintOD wai not 
present The ooort looked owtfoUy 
around and then asked: 

"'Wljere is Mr. Vinton?' 

'"I don't know, your honor,' said 
Ewiug, rising to his fei t. 'He is not 
here, but he is probabij outside horse 
shedding his witnessei. ' 

"The remark raised a general laugh, 
and thereafter tho word horse shedding 
u witness ]Kissed into popular parlaootk "
